We hope no serious iMstaJtes will be made,

for a railroad. 3nt it appeared to us then aad 
the impression has gat jered strength with time, 
that the chief cause of failure was in tbe way 
tbe .subject was presented1 to the people.

details were given as to what was to be cone 
with the .targe sum of money we were 'asked 
to vote, iti merely being stated that water was 
to be brought to the town. The uncertainty 
was too great and the vote given was rather a 
vote of want of confidence than of opposition 
to the meaiure per it. 


This is not Itkey to \appen again. 
The 


petition asks for certain specifications, and the 
Board of Aldermen desire as fully as possible 
to put the subject so plainly before tbe people 
that t icy may know as exactly as possible on 
an undertaking of tbe sort what is to be got for 
the sum asked (or. 


They cannot be too specific. 
All details 


should t* I stated as foi >y as possib. e ; the 
calibre ant1 weight of pipes; tbe amount of 
water that can be transmitted by them; the 
source of supply ; the length and size of mains 
to be laid j within tbe city ; the bound* to be 
supplied ; oepth and cost of excavations, etc., 
should be stated, and this not from mere guess- 
wot k or even from estimate* mace by irre- 
sponsible persons. Before a vote is taken it 
should be ascertained as any business matter 
can be that tbe work can be finished at a given 
cent. 
For, the only weighty opposition the 


vote will meet will be'iff. this fear that the work 
cannot be done at the cost given, and that this 
sum will be but the forerunner of others neces- 
sary to complete the unfinished work. Citizens 


. are ready to incur a certain expense, but not an 
uncertain, and in order to be awared of 
this they must be taken into tile consultation ; 
the thing must not be left merely to the Alder- 
men, but transacted, as it were, in committee of 
the whole. 


It is proposed by some that the whole matter 


should be managed by a commission, receiving 
power from tbe Council to control the whole 
matter; it being claimed that such a commission, 
composed of business men well known for their 
integrity and business capacity, would manage 
the affair in such a manner as to make it certain 
thai no unnecessary expense would be incurred 
and that there should be no leakage of any sort. 
If this could be done, if a commission could be 
formed that would command the entire confi- 
dence of the community, it would doubtless do 
away with many objections to jibe scheme and 
certainly strengthen the vote when the matter 
is finally laid before the peoyle; not that, so far 
as we know, there is any wanCof confidence in 
the present Board, but it is only a frtttnt, short- 
ly there will be another, composed of we know 
not whom, and it would appear to be better to 
have so important a measure in the bands en- 
tirely of one set of capable men. 


There seems, however, to be some doubt of 


tbe possibility of doing this, it being denlec. 
that ibe Board of Aldermen baa any legal right 
to form, or to delegate sufficient powers to, aay 
such commission. 
This the lawyers must set- 


tle, but tbe thing seems to us so desirable, do- 
ing away with so many objections to the project, 
and so well calculated to add to its final success, 
that we hope it will be carefully considered be- 
fore it is rejected. 


Nothing should be done in haste ; everything' 


should be well considered, thoroughly weighed, 
and frankly and fully stated: 
We want the
